rebirth of the Loyola Campus of 
Concordia University over the past 


decade. But more needs to be done. 


The Loyola Refectory, once a central meeting place for 
the Loyola student and academic community, and a 
symbol of the College’s scholarly environment, tradition 
and school spirit, requires immediate and substantial 
restoration. In recognition of the importance of the 
Refectory as a vital part of the College's past, Concordia 
University, in collaboration with the Loyola Alumni 
Association, has initiated the Loyola Refectory 
Restoration Campaign. 


Completed in 1916, the Refectory originally served 
as a dining hall, infirmary and meeting hall for 
generations of Loyola College students, faculty and staff.

Over the decades, the Refectory has also housed various 
academic and administrative units of Concordia 
University. Today it is home to the Music Department. 


The restoration of this legacy building will recapture 
the beauty of its original unique design and create 

a new space to meet current and future university 
needs on the Loyola Campus for multi-purpose 
conference and meeting rooms. To be renamed the 
Loyola Alumni Hall and Conference Centre, the 
restored Refectory will also be home to the Loyola 
Alumni Association and become a gathering place 
for the Concordia community at large. 


Under the honorary Chairmanship of David P. O'Brien, 
L BA 62, newly appointed Chancellor of Concordia 
University, this campaign will result in a significant, new 
contribution to the Loyola heritage. Our campaign goal 

is to raise $4, million from Loyola College alumni, family 
and friends.

A Time line of Change 


Loyola College, one of the founding 
institutions of Concordia University, 
had its origins in the Jesuit-owned 


College Ste-Marie.

1848 - Collége Ste-Marie/St. Mary’s College opens 
and offers both a French and an English-language 


program. 


1888 - A separate English classical program is 
initiated. The program evolved into Loyola College, 
which opened its doors as a separate Jesuit owned 
entity in 1896, an English-language institution 
within Quebec’s college classique tradition. 


1920’8 - Loyola moved away from the collége 
classique model and the college and the high school 
programs became distinct, although they remained 
connected for many decades. 


194,.0’s - All traces of the classical college tradition 
were gone and the college program was in the North 
American four-year university tradition. In 1959 
Loyola became co-educational. 


August 16, 1974, - Loyola College and Sir George 
Williams University merge to become Concordia 
University 


The Development of Loyolé 


Loyola College started construction 
of the first buildings designed for 
its own specific purposes in 1913, 
and moved to the present west-end 


campus in 1916. 


A grand building plan was conceived for the campus 
but buildings were constructed only as funding 
became available. The master plan was amended 

and greatly simplified over the years. The original 
buildings were the Junior Building (now Psychology), 
the Refectory, and a smaller and shorter version of

the Administration Building. By the 1940s, the 
Administration Building, the Chapel, the Arena/Rink 
and the Central buildings were added, all in the 
original architectural style. 


In the 1960s, as the baby boom generation entered 
college and university, all Canadian post-secondary 
institutions experienced rapid building expansion. 
At Loyola, a new development plan was launched 

to meet growing enrolment. The college broke from 
its original master plan and building style and 
introduced contemporary architecture to the campus. 
Several new buildings were added: the Drummond 
Science Complex, Hingston Hall, the George P. 
Vanier Library, the Loyola Athletic Complex, the 
Bryan Building and the Campus Centre. 


In 1974, Loyola College merged with Sir George 
Williams University to form Concordia University, 
and the west-end site became known as the Loyola 
Campus. 
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The Loyola Campus Today 


After the busy construction period of the ’6o0s and early 
70s slowed down, building activity on the Loyola 
Campus ceased for a decade and a half. In 1989, 
Concordia’s first new building project was the expansion 
of the George P. Vanier Library, followed quickly in 1990 
by the construction of the Oscar Peterson Concert Hall. 
Also in 1990, Loyola High School traded properties with 
Concordia, and the Department of Psychology moved 
into the renovated former high school Junior Building. 


By the mid-’gos, however, the Loyola Campus was 
at a crossroads. Its aging buildings were in growing 
disrepair and the use of its classrooms and facilities 
lessened considerably. In 1997, led by alumni 
volunteers, the 17-member Loyola Revitalization 
Task Force was formed. After seven months of 
intense discussion, the Task Force submitted its final 
report to the Board of Governors in April 1998. 
Working from the Task Force’s recommendations, 
Concordia reinvested in and revitalized the campus. 
The outcome of that decision can be seen by the 
stunning transformation of the Loyola Campus in 
the past few years.

The opening of the Richard J. Renaud Science Complex 
in 2003 provided Concordia advanced research and 
teaching facilities for the sciences for the first time in 
many decades. Named for Richard J. Renaud, L BComm 
69, the new building recognizes a Loyola alumnus 
who has been a long-time Concordia benefactor and 
supporter. In 2003, the old Athletics grandstand was 
demolished and replaced with temporary stands and 
artificial surfaces were installed to create two new playing 
fields. The Drummond Science Complex was completely 
renovated and expanded to open in September 2005 as 
the Communication Studies and Journalism Building. 
October 2005 saw the unveiling of the impressive The 
Emergence of the Chief, a 16-foot-high, 6,000-pound 

] bronze sculpture that recognizes the First Nations 

history of the Loyola Campus lands. The Jesuit Residence 

| building was recently renovated and will reopen as an 
undergraduate, first-year student residence. 


This activity has once again created an energetic, 
busy campus, and has brought the Loyola grounds 
to life. The restoration of the Refectory will provide 
momentum to the university's commitment to 
continue the revitalization of the Loyola campus. 
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The Refectory 


The Refectory was one of the 
original buildings at Loyola College, 
and its construction began in 
1913 on the site of the former 


Decary Farm. 


A limited number of students first moved to the 
campus in 1915 as a result of a fire in the Drummond 
Street buildings Loyola occupied at the time. 


The Refectory Building is in the shape of a cross (the 
boiler rooms being the top part of the cross), and 
there is an impressive sundial at the top of the south 
side of the building.

The following excerpt from The Loyola College Review 
(1915) describes the Refectory: 


“On the first Floor are the Refectories, one each for the 
Community, lay Masters, Seniors and Juniors: the kitchen, 
scullery, bakery, cook's store and service room. The Refectories 
are 18 feet high, and have large leaded glass windows, red 
English quarry tiled floors, and ornamented plaster beams, 
and the rooms are ventilated by means of extractor-fans. 
The second Floor, almost entirely devoted to the Infirmary, 
is isolated by means of lobbies and cross ventilation. All the 
materials are impervious, and all dust-collected mouldings, 
etc., are eliminated. There is also a large dormitory and 
observation-room for isolation in case of an epidemic, with 
room for twenty-five patients. ” 


The Refectory is connected to the Psychology 
Building, formerly the High School Building, by 
means of a cloister, which was originally open but has 
now been enclosed. There is an outdoor shrine with 

a small fountain dedicated to the Virgin Mary on 

the south side of the cloister. It has flower plantings 
in summer, and while it has been there as long as 
anyone can remember, its origins are unknown.

The Refectory Renewal 


The restoration of the Refectory will 
help Concordia meet contemporary 
needs and will reintegrate the 
Refectory into the life of the Loyola 


Campus. 


The restored building, to be named the Loyola 
Alumni Hall and Conference Centre, will once again 
be a hub for campus activity. The first floor will be 
available for community events, social gatherings and 
celebrations and will be able to accommodate large 
meetings of the university and other organizations, 
while the second floor will have offices and multi- 
purpose meeting spaces. There will also be a kitchen

The restoration plans call for a modern space that 
reflects the elegance of the original Refectory while 
responding to current needs on the west-end 
campus. The Loyola Alumni Hall and Conference 
Centre will bridge the past and the future while also 
paying an important tribute to graduates of Loyola 
College and their contributions to Concordia 
University.
